A sweeping. urvey to ‘canvass 
the current réhabilitation needs of 
all post-polio patiérits in the coun- 
ty is being conducted by the Palm 
Beach’ County Chapter of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 

George W. Hulme, Lake Worth, 
chapter chairman, said the local 
survey is part of a nationwide pro- 
ject to compile a roster of polio 
cases of all ages and degree of dis- 
ability, regardless of date of onset. 
The’ survey is to be completed by 
Sept. 1. 

The March.of Dimes organiza- 
tion, Hulme said, has scored a tre- 
mendous victory in its war on 
polio, and does not now propose to 
walk off arid leave the .wounded 
behind, so long as help for theni is 
possible. We wish to find everyone 
who has had polio, whether para~- 
lytic or nonparalytic. We want to 
know what the special problems 
may be, so that these people may 
be helped to regain useful lives, 
Hulme said.
